point over the right shoulder 
when writing and show the posi- 
ion the writer should occupy 
when writing. 
In the terms of school I at- 


ended at Frog Pond, I never had 
. teacher that did me more good 
.haii W. C. Rigdon and in many 
vays the late Ira W. Aires, was 
lis equal. 
Mr. Rigdon was given'to liter- 


ature and gave a reasonable 
amount of time to instructing 
lis pupils how to appear when 
speaking and in writing an es- 
say and at the close of each 
term of his school the public 
was given a high class exhibi- 
;ion. 
Mr. Aires was another old time 


one room school teacher for he 
found time to teach every de- 
partment of the one room school 
and being a lover of music con- 
ducted song services twice each 
day. 
It was back there in 1872 when 


Mr. Aires taught the Frogg Pond 
school. In those days school op- 
ened by reading a chapter 
in 


the new testament and singing a 
song or two. 


About that time such songs as 


••In the Sweet By and By", "Let 
the Lower Lights be Burning" 
were just off the press and we 
sane them often. We had a good 
choir for we did have some fine 
singers among the girls. Dick 
Wilson at that time was gifted 
with as nice an alto voice as one 
could wish to hear. I have for- 
gotten our tenor although I re- 
member his face but have for- 
gotten his name. J. H. Frazee 
and I sang base. I can't recall at 
this time the names of but four 
persons who are living that at- 
tended that term of school at 
Frog Pond in 1365 or 63 years 
ago, but I do know every one who 
attended school 63 years ago are 
beginning to age.

The real Hottentot in the wood- 


pile has been the question of the 
validity o£ titles acquired by some 
American oil men in Mexico. 


That is supposed to account for 


the attitude of some oil interests 
•which caused the State Depart- 
ment to talk sternly and threaten- 
ingly to Mexico and the attitude of 
others who were willing to com- 
ply with the Mexican oil laws.

In Copenhagen there has just 


been consecrated a remarkable 
specimen of ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture.

T HAS often been charged that 


some of the American oil con-

attitude. 


The new oil regulations were not 
exactly a compromise; they repre- 
sented an obliteration of points 
which might enable each nation 
to accuse the other of unfairness. 


We now accept the Mexican 


theory of law that ownership of 
land .does not automatically mean 
ownership of oil beneath the sur- 
face. 
Mexico agrees to liberalize 


interpretation of the positive act 
required to prove ownership of 
the sub-surface and to abandon 
the plan to limit ownership rights 
to 50 years, which we claimed was 
retroactive and confiscatory.

HE .new regulations were based, 


on a supreme court decision 


of a few months ago. They rep- 
resented a defeat for the policy of 
former Ambassador Sheffield, who 
in a speech to the American col- 
ony in Mexico City called for a 
"concrete backbone" in our deal- 
ings with Mexico. 
Calles had 


previously insisted in his notes to 
Secretary Kellogg that the dis- 
pute be allowed to simmer until

The pipe organ arrived Tues- 


day over the Big Four railroad 
and completely filled one freight 
car. The shipment was in eigh-

pounds. 


The two-manual console has 


been placed in the orchestra pit 
at the Princess where it 
has 


been inspected by many inter- 
ested persons.

largement of two State fish hat- 
cheries, one at Bass Lake in 
Knox county and the other at 
Tri-Lakes, near Columbia City, 
:ias been planned for this spring 
ay the State Conservation de- 
partment. 


The Bass Lake property will be 


increased from eight to 18 ponds. 
In order to make the improve- 
ment, it was necessary to acquire 
seven and one-half acres. Five 
acres were purchased and the 
remainder was deeded, to the 
State by Robert J. Virtue, of 
Chicago. 
When the two hatcheries 
are 


enlarger to meet the increased 
demand from over the State for 
stock fish, Indiana will have 78: 
ponds in its five hatcheries. Re- 
quests for stock fish increased 
from 774 in 1919 to 1,400 in 1927.; 


Last year the State reared and 


released in public wtaers 13,003,- 
355 young fish of which 993,273 
were large 
and 
small-mouth 


black bass; 465.489 bluegills; 45.- 
543 croppie; 51,650 rock bass or 
goggle eye: 2,285,800 
yellow 


perch; and 9 ^60,000 pike, perch 
or wall-eye. 


These figures show the steady- 


progress and growth of the hat- 
cheries which in 1918 reared and 
released only 370,361 spawn. 


Enlargement of the hatcheries 


will not only increase the annual 
output of fish, but will also give 
the State added opportunity to 
rear more fish to the fingerling 
stage before planting.

Parcels must be considered 
too large for a box if they 
are 


not contained therein. 


However, if patrons will leave 


a written order to this 
effect, 


carriers may leave packages on 
top of a mail box. Patrons who 
receive packages larger than the 
average mail box are permitted 
to erect suitable boxes 'or shelv- 
ing to shelter such 
packages. 


The idea is to guard 
against 


damage by the weather and for 
which the department would be 
held responsible. This order ap- 
plies only to ordinary parcels. 
Insured, C. O. D., and registered 
packages are delivered at 
'the 


house as in the past.
